A Lenten Editorial 


The National Guard 


T 


HE fight fnr the abolition of thn National 


Guard will become a serious matter in the 


state legislature. 
Its members do not believe 


in war. and the Guard is? essentially an instru- 
ment of war. although this must be taken in 
the defensive sense. 


However, it seems probable that when the 


legislature has given this matter 
deliberate 


study it w i l l not be inclined to he swept off its 
fret in the matter. The fight against war is a 
progressive thing, despite the reactionary atti- 
tude of most national progressive leaders to- 
ward the international steps 
that must he- 


come the essentials in the elimination of war. 
Undoubtedly this legislature is opposed to war. 
It might like the idea of being the first state in 
the world to set the perfect example of dis- 
armament. 


But it will have. too. a sense of the value 


of security. 
Its members represent men of 


property, among them thousands upon thous- 
ands nf farmers. 
They have worked hard for 


what they possess and they want to feel secure 
in their possession. We take it they will no( 
be vastly influenced by orators who point to 
"the great light" that has arisen in Russia, as 


R reason for abolishing the National Guard. 
Upon the very day when these speeches were 
being made in the Wisconsin state capitol. a 
cablegram from Russia brought the prediction 
that this year 8.000,000 Russians would be in 
danger of starvation. A rather ghastly light— 
this new light in Russia. Although they starve, 
the Russians maintain men-at-arms variously 
estimated at from one to two million men. If 
we follow the guide posts disclosed by "the 
great light" in Russia, we will not abolish the 
Guard. 


Perhaps this is not an argument in favor 


of the Guard. But it sets up an idea which 
prevails there about freedom. 
The Russian, in 


his famished Utopia, does not let go of the 
fact that "eternal vigilance is the price of lib- 
erty." 
He got liberty by the sword, and ho 


proposes to defend it by the sword as long as 
rival nations march with fixed bayonets. 


Wisconsin is the first American state in 


which the progressives have won an unchal- 
lenged control of government. We bar North 
Dakota, because there misfortune fell

If 
it, is true that, this is the first foothold of a 
political evolution that is to sweep the world, 
its position is a vastly important one. And 
so progressive leaders, when they get down to 
brass tacks, may seriously ponder whether it 
would be wise to destroy the only military or- 
ganization controlled by 
progressives any- 


where, especially where under their authority 
it can be made strictly a defensive institution. 
The world is full of wars and near wars today. 
To attempt to stop them by throwing away the, 
few weapons we possess would be like trying to 
put out a fire by throwing away the fire hose. 
What we first need is fireproof construction.

HE Lenten idea is not new. It had its incep- 


tion far back in the ancient practices of 


Hebrew fasts and sacrifices. From those early 
ceremonials, it has come down to us, through 
diverse changes and adaptations. 
But always 


has there been the implication, 
that the soul of man needed 
discipline in the finer and 
deeper processes of thought; 
of which religion is the pre- 
eminent expression. Such dis- 
cipline, naturally, was not 
possible without a 
turning 


aside from the busy round of 
secular pursuits and 
amuse- 


ments. Hence the call of the 
Psalmist—"Be still and know 


that I am God." 


One day in seven had been set apart in the 


Decalogue for this purpose as a reasonable 
proportion: which perhaps might have been 
sufficient, but for the encroachment of social 
and business affairs. 
Yet because of the over- 


lapping of these secular interests, a longer 
period, allowing for greater concentration, has 
been found advisable. General recognition ot 
t h i s season for simultaneous observance ha? 
the farther advantage of blending lives and ot 
harmonizing thoughts in atmospheres 
which 


are congenial and hence, more conducive 
to 


communion with God. Herein we find applica- 
tion of the apparently new principle of 
the 


radio receiver; which is as old as the first pr-ay 
er meeting. 
Finding God—"when 
ye 
shal 


search for me with all your heart." 


Such intensive seeking needs quiet surround 


ings. That was an unusual request made by ; 
dying father of his son—that he should spenc 
ten minutes each day alone in his own room 
Yet it had the double effect of helping th< 
young man to understand his own life, and o: 
opening that life to the subtle heavenly influ 
ences, which are always accessible in the stil.1 
ness of great thoughts. Even the Christ him 
self felt the need of "going apart" from 
th 


crowds that, pressed upon him that he migh 
relax his sympathies and expand his soul fibre 
under the warmth of closer communion with 
the. Father. 


The f a m i l i a r invitation, "Come unto me 


all ye that labor . . . . anrl find rest." was not 
a call to indolence, but an appeal 
for har- 


monious adjustment of 
intellect, sensibility, 


and w i l l , in line with the needs of the inner life. 


"Rest is not quitting the busy career. 
Rest, is the fitting of self to its sphere." 
Because this is true, and in order to meet 


the pressing responsibilities and 
distracting 


worries of our present complicated civilization, 
we need to follow that call to a "peace which 
is not of this world." Kuch peace, tried in the 
orient as well as the Occident, is 
gracefully

Into a steel-lined pit, like a 


huge inverted bell with upright 
clapper, crash six tons of lime- 
stone and shale from a dump car. 


The long process of crushing 


and grinding necessary in cement 
making begins. 


Slowly, steadily, the great clap- 


per of the gyratory crusher travels 
a circular path — crunches the 
huge chunks of stone to inch-and- 
a-half fragments. 


The fragments pour out below 


on their way to the grinding mills. 


In the first mill, a hundred 


hinged hammers pound and crush 
the rock to particles the size of 
sand. 


Next, the materials go to the 


tube mill — a cylinder as big as a 
locomotive boiler, half filled with 
steel balls. As it revolves, it lifts 
the charge of steel and rock and 
tumbles it down again and again. 
An hour of this yields a powder 
finer than flour. 


All this is only part of the 


grinding required, The powder 
is burned to glass-bard clinker— 
and then the grinding process 
starts all over again. 


A jaw crusher cracks the 


clinker; balls hammer it to the 
fineness of sand. 


And again, for an hour, the 


mass tumbles about in another 
tube mill, grinding and rubbing 
together clinker, steel balls and 
gypsum, Then you have cement. 


To meet standard specifica- 


tions, 78 per cent of the finished 
cement must pass through a sieve 
having forty thousand holes per 
square inch, which is finer than 
the finest silk, 


To obtain a ton of finished ce- 


ment, a cement plant grinds to 
this fineness two tons of raw ma- 
terials, including coal, and a ton 
of glass-hard clinker— three tons 
altogether to make one ton of 
Portland cement. 


Crushing, grinding and pulver- 


izing are among the more than 
eighty operations in cement 
making.

sold In car loads. 


During the post year the creamery 


has made more than n million pounds 
of this splendid product from the milk, 
produced on more than four hundred 
farms. 


The management, has been ah-le to 


arrange with other creameries to form 
an association called the Ija Orosse 
River Valley Co-operative creameries, 
and this association acting co-opera- 
tively has employed an inspector who 
visits the farms In the different local- 
ities and instructs the farmers as to 
the wisest methods of handling the 
cream; he also instructs as to the 
most desirable methods of building 
an'd improving farm buildings. Barns 
nre ordered whitewashed on the insole 
and the rooms where the milk uten- 
sils are kept are carefully inspected.
